Thereby a source of income o£ ap- 


proximately $25,000,000 annually was 
assured to the government. Of all tile 
objections to the tax raised by sulta 
in all parts of the country, none of 
them was found sufficient to nullify 
the law. The court did not hold that 
the tax was not applicable to the real 
•eitate "trust," of Boston,. which is 
organized riot under any statute, but 
under the common law. The law was 
held not applicable to the Minneapo- 
lis syndicate, a real estate concern, 011 
the ground that It was not "doing 
business" within the meaning of th« 
law. 


The Court's. Ruling. 


Justice Day first announced that it 


was within the power of the. senate to 
insert' the corporation tax provisions 
in; the tariff law, .which originated ii 
the house, and .of which the tax pro 
visions are a part. 
'Justice .Day said that the' court heli 
the tax as an "excise tax on the do 
ing of business," which is exactly, the I 
basis on which the government 
has 


defended the law. 


Justice Day. next seemed to. hold

Not Exclusive Right of State. 


Justice Day next wok up the objec- 


tion that the provisions In question 
levied a tax upon the exclusive right 
of a state to grant corporate fran- 
chises, in that It taxed franchises 
which are the creation of a state in 
Its sovereign right and authority. 


"We think," says the opinion, "it Is 


the result of the cases heretofore de- 


In this court, that such business 


activities, though exercised because 
Mate created franchises are not be- 


ond the taxing power of the United 
States". 


Publicity Feature Stands. 


After dealing- at length with numer- 


ius other objections Justice Day came 
to the attack upon it based on the so- 
•allerl publicity features of the provi- 
sions which require certain returns to 
be made to the government as an aid 
In the assessment of a tax. 


"The taxation being, as we have 


held," said the 
Justice, "within 
the 


legitimate powers of congress, It is for 
that body to determine what means 
are appropriate and adapted to tho 
purposes of making the law effectual." 


The opinion thus summarized covers 


fifteen of the eighteen cases In which 
the constitutionality of the tax was 
assailed. The non-applicability of the 
net to the real estate trusts was de- 
cided with the other cases.

The probabilities are that bad as reports make the 


situation appear, the worst is not yet known of the fa- 
mine and plague situations in China. Complete in- 
telligence from that far-off land is rtever possible and 
it is pretty certain that information which has come 
through is not adequate to describe what the worst 
conditions are in the afflicted regions of China. Some 
help has gone already to China from the United States, 
but 'when it is remembered that hundreds of thou- 
sands are actually starving and that millions are under- 
fed and.resorting to every means to procure even a 
few mouthfuls of food each day. the supplies so far 
sent will hardly have appreciable effect in relieving 
the widespread distress. To America the world has 
come to look to take the lead in world-charities and 
already the lead has been taken in attempting'to re- 
lieve the sharpest of China's distresses, but the needy 
number millions and it will require vast stores of food 
to give them succor. 


MINIMIZES 
WAR GOSSIP. 


The situation along the Mexican border need not 


give common folk a season of acute distress. 
With 


President Taft whjling away his time down in Georgia 
walloping a golf ball and Secretary of War Dickinson 
on the billow bound for Panama it must be assumed by 
sheer logic of common sense that nothing serious is 
ailing the relations of this country and Mexico or 
threatening the future of their relations or the status 
of either of them. 


It is not to be supposed that in the presence of a 


crisis so grave as to call for the mobiblization of a 
great army on the frontiers of a neighbor with whom 
we are on terms of amity that the president of the 
United States and commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy thereof would absent himself from the scat of 
government or that he would dispatch his war min- 
ister on a distant over-sea journey to a remote and in- 
accessible place. 


The face of things, therefore, tells but the one story 


—that all is peace and order and loveliness as between 
the United States and Mexico and that the rushing to- 
gether of all available troops on the Mexican frontier 
and of all the available warships along the Mexican 
coast is but a little practice to show what lies in the 
power of our Uncle Samuel to do if the need is. 


Of course—and it is bound to cause a deal of dis- 


cussion—the president and his war secretary' absent- 
ing themselves from their cabinets in a time that is 
made to seem\ critical may be for the studied purpose 
of minimizing the look of matters. 
If so it is a fail- 


ing expedient. 
It does not allay the speculation and 


excitement. It only causes talk.

TARIFF 
REVISION, 


(Col. Roosevelt, in The Outlook.) 


Them remain the Initiative and referendum. As regards 


both of these, T think that the anticipations of their adher- 
ents and the fears of their opponents are equally exasper- 
ated. 
The value of each depends mainly upon the way 


It is applied and upon the extent and. complexity of the 
governmental unit to which it is applied. 
Every one is 


agreed that there must he a popular referendum on such 
.1 fundamental matter as a constitutional change, and in 
Xew York stale we already have what is really a referendum 
on various other propostitions by which the state or one 
of its local subdivisions passes upon the propriety of action 
which implies the spending of money, permission to estab- 
lish a trolley line system or something of tlis kind. 
More- 


over, where popular interest is sufficiently keen, as it has 
been in the case of certain amendments to the nationiTl 
constitution at various times in the past, we see what is 
practically the initiative under another name. 
I believe 


that it would be a good thing to have the principle of the 
initiative and the referendum applied in most of our states, 
always provided 'that it is to be so safeguarded as to pre- 
vent Its being used either wantonly or in a spirit of levity. 
In other words, if the legislature fails to act one way ,or 
the other on some bill as to which there is a genuine pop- 
ular demand then there should unquestionably be power 
in the people through the initiative to compel such action. 
Similarly, on any bill Important enough to arouse genuine 
public interest* there should be. power for the people to

—practical in this sense, that it will put through what 
there'is a prospect of getting the senate to acquiesce in 
and the president to sign. That will be practicable 
tariff work and achievement for which there will be 
compensation in the minimum of disturbance it will 
inflict on business no le?s than the immediate relief it 
will afford the people from some of the burdens that 
. now weigh them down. 


that the constituents may authoritatively determine whether 
or not their representatives have misrepresented them. But 
if it is rendered too easy to invoke either process the result 
can be only mischievous. 
The same considerations which 


are more and more tending to make thoughtful people 
believe lhat genuine popular . control is best exercised 
through the short ballot have weight here also. There an: 
plenty of cases in which on a given issue of sufficient im-. 
portance, it is better that the people should decide for 
themselves rather than trust the decision to a body ot rep- 
resentatives — and our present-clay acceptance of this fact 
is shown by our insistence upon a direct vote of the state 
when the state adopts a -new ^constitution. 
But ordinary 


citizens in private life—such as the present writer, and 
most of his readers — neither can nor ought to spend their 
time in following all the minutiae of legislation. This work 
they ought to delegate to the legislators, who are to make 
it their special business.; and if scores of bills are habit- 
ually presented for popular approval or disapproval 
at 


every election, it is not probable that good 
come, and 


it is certain that the percentage of wise decisions by the 
people will be less than if only a few propositions of really 
great importance are presented. It Is necessary to guard 
not only against the cranks and weHrmeaning busy bodies 
with fads, but also agaist the extreme laxity with which 
men are. accustomed to sign petitions. There was a curious 
instance of this trait ntthe recent elections in Cincinnati 
Aside from the reeular nominees, there was in one district 
a. man nominated on n petition. He had enough names put 
on the petition to insure his running, but at the election 
he got only nbout one-eventh as many votes as there 
were names on the petition. 
A much larger proportion 


of men should he required lo petition for an initiative than 
for a referendum but in each case the regulations both as 
to the number of names required and as to the additions 
guarantees where necessary should he such as to forbid 
the invocation of this method of securing popular action 
unless the mensure is one of real importance as to whicl 
there is a deep-rooted popular interest. Oregon has alreadj 
tried the principle o£ the initiative and referendum, and i 
it seems to have .produced Rood results—certainly in the 
rase of the referendum, and probably in the case of the 
initiative. This, of course, does not necessarily mean tha 
the principle would work well in all other communities 
nncl under our system it is difficult to sec at present how 
it would normally have more than state-wide applica 
tion.

This record of the Pennsylvania is 


all thtj moro rc-markable as Its busi- 
ness is heavier than that of any other 
railroad of th« country which neces- 
sarily means that It operates more 
trains than any other railroad and ,u 
the same time enjoys an accident record 
which has not been equaled by any of 
the lln<>s operating tha same mileage. 
The fact that tho millions of pasnen- 
sers carried on th«i Pennsylvania rail- 
road durins the last threo years were 
handled with such safety is made more 
significant by the fact that along with 
the passenger trains freight 
trains 


wero operated for some 11^45,045 
miles. The passenger trains traveled 
123,587,745 miles. 


During 1910 tho lines of the Penn- 


sylvania railroad east of Plttsburs car- 
ried 14,180,228 more-. pnjssetiKers than. 
In 1909, but the total number of pas-
